"Germany and 
Japan — and the Russians — were 
ready for war. China was used as 
a blind t» prepare the Japs to fight 
us, Stalin saw it coming and began 
to get ready when Hitler took War- 
saw. 

"We're going to bomb hell out 'of 
Germany, the British by night and 
the Americans by day and "we may 
be able to lick German in a year,' 
Dr. Dorizas predicted, "but it will 
take two and ,i haf years to beat

Most of the additional money In 
next years budget will be absorbed 
by salary Increases which were 
granted last year to meet tacreased 
cc'ts of living. 

The Council also doubled its ap- 
propriation for civilian defense pur- 
poses this year. Last year council- 
men set aside $1000 and this year 
raised It to $2000. In addition, the 
Borough has another $1200 which 
w9s raised by public subscription 
for defense piuposes. 

In estimated receipts the largest 
increase is in the cash balance that 
was left over from 1942. In 1942 the 
cash balance was only $8,53752 to 
surt the year and this year it is 
$14,304.73. Most of this Is from 
money tliat the Council had set 
aside in 1942 as its share of paying 
lor roads and streets improved by 
county-aid. 

The drop in estimated receipts 
from miscellaneous sources is due 
to the lack of any new construction. 
Installation of oil heaters and sewer 
connections. These operations bring, 
in fees which have been reduced to 
a minimum during war time. 

The tax rate fixed by the Coimcll 
is the same as last year. The mill- 
age is divided as follows: 11 mills 
for general borough use; three mills 
for Are protection; two and two- 
fifths mills to pay the electoral 
debt service and three-fifths of a 
mill to pay coimcllmanic debt serv- 
ice and sinking fund levies.

Caughey and lUch&rd B. Slater. The 
case of Nicholas D'Amora, 21, has 
yet to be heard hy the Montgomery 
Grand Jury where he Is charged 
with abetting a lottery. 

In expressing bis opinion regard- 
ing ga^litig in general and lottery, 
in particular. Judge flight said 



that the football pool in which the 
Lower Merion police engaged was 
not prohibited by law.

By his decision the Court implied 
that there was a difference betml'een 
a friendly lottery in which eWry- 
ope i><y>le.d their money ajid it all 
came back to the 'Winnow as com- 
pared to a lottery that is commer- 
cialized by a third party who takes 
a "cut" of the. pool.

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WHERE GOOD GAMBLING ENDS 
AND BAD GAMBLING STARTS 

Jadge Knight in his comments regarding the football pool, 
wKich has been running among Lower Merion High School stu- 
dents took the bull by the horns in attempting to define good 
and bad gambling as well as good and bad lotteries 

We are all for the Court's courageous, judicial stand. But 
we want to warn the Court that the bull, whose horns he grabbed, 
Is a tough one and he wants to be prepared to throw him. 

What the Judge said about lotteries and gambling was a 
human, he-man's interpretation of the law. But Judge Knight is 
ruiing in a case in which some very fine boys are involved — boys 
who are far from incorrigible and boys whose character the Court 
has no intention of besmirching. 

We wish the Court could have gone a little further. We 
wish he could have attempted an interpretation of gambling and 
lottery in terms of what he sincerely feels. We wish he could 
have told us just where good gambling ends and bad gambling 
start? — what is the element that creeps into drawings tor 
chance that makes it an illegal lottery. Also we would like to 
hear the Court say something about pin ball machines, about 
the money gambling devices and other contraptions which are 
being used openly in some sections of Montgomery County. We 
would like to hear what the Court thinks about drawings con- 
ducted tp raise money for worthy causes, for churches, for fire 
companies and to sell war bonds. 

Doesn't Judge Knight see any connection between the 
"friendly" ii-ttle football pool conducted in the Lower Merion 
police station; the gambling machine devices permitted in frater- 
nal homes; the drawing for lucky numbers at firemen's benefits; 
the commercialized football pool which was conducted among 
Lower iMerlon students or the sociable little game which men 
folks play in their homes? We do. 

Or, let us recall the days of prohibition. When the great 
droMgbf o^ f^lat period was on, did Judge Knight see any relation 
between the well-stocked cellars which the leisure class con- 
tinued to keep well-stocked; between the highballs which many 
respectable people continued to serve in their homes; between 
the bar which fraternal club houses continued to operate; and 
the. bootlegger business and other types of violations which con- 
tinued to flourish? We did. 

For these reasons and for the fact that he is head of Juvenile 
Court, where his Influence is felt by thousands of boys and girls, 
we. hope Judge Knight will amplify his opinions, especially if he 
is the sitting judge when Nicholas D'Amora, arrested for abetting 
the Lower Merion High School football pool, goes to trial. ..if 
he does. 

Judge Knight speaks with great courage and we hope that 
some day he will have an opportunity to frame a lottery and 
gambling law more in keeping with human nature as we find it. 
For this reason. Judge Knight, we are with you and against 
those who smugly say that your judicial attention to this serious 
matter is making a "tempest ip a teapi^t." 

You have opened up an enlightening barrage. Stick to 
your guns.

Everyone applying for War Ration Book No. 2 must sign a "consumer 
declaration" form stating exactly the stocks on hand. Stamps covering these 
excess stocks will be re-^oved from the books and thus surplus stocks will be 
used up first. Heavy Federal penalties will be imposed for making a false 
declaration. The exception is that a housewife does not have to declare fruits 
and vegetables that have been canned at home. 

Then we have been asked if a housewife can use the ration book of all 
members of her family when she goes shopping. The answer is that the house- 
wife may take along each ration book issued to members of her household. 
This will work out the same as it does now in buying sugar and coffee with War 
Ration Book No. I. 

In all these rationing regulations, that are necessary to win the war, we 
are facing new responsibilities. It is part of the continuous battle that we 
are being called to wage on the home front.

War Aiid The 
Necessary Drug 
Business 



Drug shipments are c o m i n ;; 
through and prcstriptrJn depart- 
ments are able to function at then- 
normal level, according to J. Paul 
Shea, owner of Shea's drug stvrc 
at Haverford av. and Station Circle. 

Shea's announcement dispells dis- 
quieting rumors that some drug 
stores would be unable to obtain 
much need medical supplies. 

"Naturally," 'sr.ys the drug store 
owner, "there have been some cur- 
tailments in our business but they 
have not affected supplies that are 
vital to the health and welfare of 
;ur customers.'' 

He points out that drug .stores 
like many' other stores are unable 
to stock electrical appliances. 

Earlier, he explains, the quinine 
stocks in all drug stores were frozen 
by a government order. Each soldier 
in tropical climates, he says, needs 
three ounces of quinine a year to 
,.'jmbat malaria and other similar 
diseases. He reports that after the 
freezing order the quinine .^lock was 
shipped to a central pooling point. 

Another curtailment. Mr. Shea 
states, has been applied at the ma- 
nufacturing s'-urce in the prepara- 
tion of cosmetics. This curtailment 
was in cirtting tlie u.'^e of alcohol in 
cosmetics to 50 percent 'jf its former 
standard. 
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Act in time to arrest any 
minor leaks.
